Without peinting ont An detall the diffor.
endes bn the sule of provedure whioh obtain
I the British Howse of Commons and in
ather logl=lntiuees, ute or Lwo brod distine-
Lhona may b mentioned,  In the former as-
sumibly there I8 nothiog corresponding to
olr previons  quostion, or equivaleut to
the eliture or summary elosing of debnto
pracuised o the Froneh Clinmbers,  More-
over, oven n motion 1o adjourn is dobatable
o the House of Commons.  Theso facts suf-
flee Lo oxplain o noy person at all sonver-
sunt with purliamoentary procosdings  how
completely  business muy be blocked in
the British legislature by a resulute or
fuctious minority. A year ago, during
Ll lust svssion of the previous Parliaiment,
the moans of obstruction were employed so
dauptlessly and porsistontly by the Home
tulers that, for & considerable period, all
the efforts of themajority Lo break the dead-
lock wore frultless, and It scomed that the
driving wheel of the British cmpire had
beett brought to a standstill. The Impotent
fury with which Conservatives and many
Libernls regarded the interruption would
hnvo been amusing, had it not found vent in
theories and proposals [agrantly inoon-
sistent with freedom of debate.
